W c look upon the desert as our 
particular exclusive place to spend j 
the winter but we are out-number­ 
ed by the thousands bv another band 
of visitors that have been wintering 
here for unnumbered generations. 
The birds found the desert a con­ 
genial wintering spot long before a 
subdivision was thought of. Boom 
psychology and promotional meth­ 
ods do not intrude upon their keen 
appreciation of desert climate and 
scenery. Sometimes I wonder if the 
birds, wintering on the desert and j 
summering in the mountains, do not • 
have the advantage. 1 have heard j 
of women wishing they were men 
but I have never heard of anyone 
wishing to be a bird except in poems. 
Egoism is a delightful opiate that 
helps man through life even though 
it does crack his head against a stone 
wall, with startling regularity. 
The scientific name for man is 
Homo sapiens; Homo is from 
th e L a t i n , meaning man; 
sapiens is from the Latin and 
might be translated as having 
common 
sense; such 
high 
sounding translations as having 
wisdom, prudence and sagacity 
are common. Yet, animals that 
fight their own kind bring about 
extermination of the species. It 
is reported that Adam and Eve 
were chased from the Garden of 
Eden; it appears as if the old 
village life is being chased from 
Palm Springs; and the species 
name “sapiens” is applied to 
man! 
But to return to the migratory 
birds that winter upon the desert; 
the following list of resident and mi­ 
gratory birds was compiled by Miss 
Evelyn McDowell, a member of the 
Audubon Club, during a visit last 
spring, March 15 to April 15. The 
list is not complete for migratory or 
resident birds, as it represents only 
those seen by one person during a 
limited time.

Fee Proposed by Indians 


The tribal committee of the local Indian reservation has notified 
the Chamber of Commerce that they propose to increase the fee for 
travel over the Palm Canyon road and to charge every horseback 
rider for the privilege of crossing their lands. In other words, they 
propose to make the whites pay to see some of the most scenic can­ 
yons in this area, which cannot he reached without crossing Indian 
lands. 
The Indian Affairs Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
went into action immediately, and in no uncertain terms they notified 
the Indian committee that Palm Springs cannot and will not tolerate 
such methods. The Indians were asked to meet with the Chamber 
of Commerce committee at the school house at 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, which they did, and with the Tribal Committee and their 
white advisor present, Chairman Earl Coffman read the following 
prepared statement:

The members of the Indians Affairs Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce represent most of the property owners and substantial 
business interests of Palm Springs. Many of these men and women 
have lived in the village as your friends and neighbors for a great 
many years. Their efforts have brought you employment, often care 
of your sick and have greatly increased the value of your lands. 
This morning this group gathered together to discuss a very 
serious emergency which your action has brought to our attention. 
W e have been formally notified that you intend to make a charge for 
every horseback rider crossing your desert lands; also that you arc 


in c re a s in g y o u r fe e fo r tra v e l a cro ss t h r ro a d to th e c-ulV oiis. 
W t aiV • 
disappointed that you did not discuss these charges with us before 
your decision. 
If our guests and residents cannot enjoy the desert and the can­ 
yons without this threatened interference and expense, they will not 
want to live in Palm Springs. Your property and ours will suffer. 
Your land is only valuable because our community of Palm Springs 
has a fine reputation which includes a free access to its natural beau­ 
ties, the desert, the mountains and the canyons. Take away this at­ 
traction, Indian and white land alike w ill lose its value. 
Because of our friendly relationship, it has been decided to talk 
this new problem over with you before we act. W e are certain that 
you are receiving harmful advice. W e cannot wait longer for you 
to meet our efforts of cooperation, for our paiience is exhausted, and 
it is now necessary to fight with our united power to avoid these new 
dangers which threaten us. UNLESS BY SIX O CLOCK THIS 
EVENING, AT THE DESERT INN, W E 
RECEIVE YOUR 
W RITTEN AGREEM ENT TH A T YOU W ILL MAKE NO 
CHARGE FOR HORSEBACK RIDING ACROSS TH E RESER­ 
V A TIO N AND W ITH D RA W YOUR INCREASED CHARGE 
FOR CANYON CARS, W E SHALL PROCEED W ITH OUR 
PLAN OF AGGRESSIVE RESISTANCE. 
W E SHALL NOT ONLY ATTACK THE LEGALITY OF 
YOUR CASH COLLECTIONS BUT W E SHALL M AINTAIN 
TH A T THE FUNDS DERIVED FROM TH E USE OF YOUR 
LAND M UST BE COLLECTED BY A GOVERNM EN T REPRE­ 
SENTATIVE AND DISTRIBUTED FOR YOUR BENEFIT 
W ITH O U T YOUR SUPERVISION. 
W e feel certain that wc can convince the government at W ash­ 
ington that your white advisers are making trouble for both your­ 
selves and the townspeople. W e do not recognize any attorney or 
white representative who PRE TENDS to act for you. In the past 
we have always been able to talk direct to each Indion. W e can 
still understand each other. Your attorneys only succeed in stirring 
up trouble out of which they hope to make a profit for themselves. 
Please understand the seriousness of this situation. W e have re­ 
quested you to withdraw your latest attempts to collect more money. 
You shall have time to deliberate and advise us of your decision by 6 
o’clock this evening. W e sincerely hope that you will cooperate with 
us now and avoid the controversy which will occur if you persist in 
your present plans. 
After the above statement was read, the discussion waxed hot 
and furious until some one moved adjournment until six o clock, to 
receive the reply from the Indians’ Committee. Two Indian women 
spoke at the meeting stating that a white man had created a division 
in the local tribe. Mrs. Orion Hatchitt, one of the speakers, said 
there is no longer peace and harmony on the reservation, for one 
group of Indians wanted the Indian lands parceled and allotted equally 
to the members of the tribe, whereas the other group w ished to re­ 
tain the reservation as tribal land. It is the latter group that now 
wishes to assess alleged illegal fees on every white person who wishes 
to cross the reservation. 
Attorney Thomas L. Sloan, representing Mrs. Genevieve P. St. 
Marie and other Indians in a suit against tribal leaders in which the 
plaintiffs demand the income from the land which they claim has 
been allotted to them, made some serious charges at the 4 o’clock 
meeting yesterday afternoon, stating that a w-hite trouble maker was 
causing all the dissension and unfair practices. 
W hen the Indian Affairs Committee reconvened at the Desert

Members of the Indian group who believe the 1 ribal Committee 
is unreasonable in its threat to penalize white people who wish to 
cross the reservation, attended the six o’clock meeting. Chamber of 
Commerce speakers asked them if they knew of a single instance 
of the Chamber of Commerce asking for anything on the Indian 
reservation without offering to pay for it. The answer was “No." 
It was then pointed out that the Chamber of Commerce and all of 
the white residents for that matter wanted the Indians to receive 
income from their lands, and that the protest now was not only to 
r. feguard the white population, but to prevent the Indians from suf­ 
fering losses which would result from keeping tourists off the reser­ 
vation. The Indians present agreed. 
Then the Chamber of Commerce took the promised action, and 
as the first move sent a telegram to W ashington setting forth the 
facts of the case. The telegram was signed by every civic organiza­ 
tion of Palm Springs.

Duck hunting season officially open­ 
ed Sunday, November 1, at 7 a. m. 
Shooting hours for ducks this year 
are from 7 a. m. to 4 p. m. daily for 
private hunters. 
H unting at com m ercial duck 
clubs 
will be lim ited to certain days, as fol­ 
lows: 
Open days W ednesdays, S a t­ 
urdays, Sundays and legal holidays, 
and the final day, November 30. 
H unters are cautioned by the com ­ 
m ission to observe federal m igratory 
bird law restrictions which have been 
issued by the bureau of biological su r­ 
vey. 
The following restrictions 
a re 
included: 
No hunter shall have in his 
possession more than 10 ducks, four 
Ross snow- geese, 15 Jack snipe o r 15 
m udhens. 
T here are also daily lim its 
as prescribed by federal regulations. 
It is necessary for hunters to obtain 
federal duck hunting stam ps 
which 
cost $1, available at all postofflces. 
C ertain ducks, th e Ruddy duck, Wood 
duck, Bullfe head, 
Canvasback 
and 
Redhead, are given protection under 
federal regulations. 
None of 
th ese 
should be killed. 
At Saltón Sea the 
C anvasback and Redhead are m ost 
likely to be seen, though they do not 
come in any g reat num bers to this 
territory. 
A state hunting license Is necessary 
in addition to th e federal duck stam ps. 
It is unlawful to use repeating or au ­ 
tom atic guns th a t have a greater ca­ 
pacity than three shells at one tim e. 
A considerable area in the north 
end of Im perial 
valley 
along 
th e 
m outh of the Alamo and New rivers, 
adjoining the Saltón sea, has been se t 
aside as a m igratory game bird refuge 
so th at hunters a re advised to w atch 
this area and not encroach upon the 
gam e preserves. 
H unting in Mexico has not yet open­ 
ed »o hunters who usually prefer th e 
area below the international line for 
duck hunting will have to wait until 
new regulations have been Issued by 
the Mexican fish and gam e comm is­ 
sion. 
These are to be out soon.

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EARLY CALIFORNIA 
This paper is indebted to the Federal Writers’ 
Project (W. P. A.) for some interesting data on 
California. 
It was strange in formation to the 
editor and it should prove interesting to the read­ 
er: 
There is no Lake Tahoe in California! 
This discovery is one of those made by 
workers collecting material for the American 
Guide, a WPA Federal W riters’ Project. 
An act passed by the California Legisla­ 
ture and never repealed legalizes the name of 
the lake as Bigler. It stands on the Statutes, 
1869-70, chap. lviii, liage 64. 
“Lake Bigler” 
honors the third governor of the state, John 
Bigler, and was given in the early ’50’s and 
made official in 1870. 
Not only this, but Tahoe bears at least 
three other names on old maps and docu­ 
ments. 
Fremont, who discovered it in 1844, 
first called it Mountain Lake, then changed 
it to Lake Bonpland as a tribute to the noted 
French naturalist. 
Lake Bonpland disputed 
title with Lake Bigler up til 1862, when the 
new proposal of Tahoe took an instantaneous 
hold on the public. 
Meanwhile, however, a 
futile effort to make Tula Tuila the lake’s of­ 
ficial designation shared attention with the 
intrigues to retain Lake Bigler. 
Tahoe, finally chosen by popular, though 
not by official acclaim, is an Indian word of 
somewhat indefinite meaning, usually trans­ 
lated big water, beautiful big water, or water 
in a high place. This has been poetized into 
“Lake of the Sky.” 


An old California town, once teeming with 
life, now lies under 160 feet of water. 
This 
unusual addition to the lore of ghost towns 
was recently revealed by members of the 
W.P.A. F ederal W rite rs’ P roject. 
The town was Don Pedro Bar, famed min­ 
ing center in the glamorous days of the Gold 
Rush. From Don Pedro Bar Wells-Fargo Ex­ 
press shipped over $13,000,000 in raw gold. 
In the presidential election of 1865, the old 
town cast 1,500 votes for president of the 
United States. 
Since 1923, Don Pedro Bar has lain under 
160 feet of water, backed up by the $5,000,­ 
000 Don Pedro Dam. In the Tuolumne River 
this dam forms the reservoir from which the 
Modesto and Turlock irrigation districts are 
supplied. 


Bakersfield, California, had to disincor­ 
porate in 1875 to get rid of a town marshal 
whose conduct had displeased most of the 
citizens. 
The town had been established in 1858 
when placer gold 
was discovered in the 
stream s rising in the foothills that flowed 
into the Kern River, and it became the mecca 
for miners. Then came the cattle industry 
and with it Mexican cowboys, who also made 
it a gathering place, and many gun battles 
occurred on the streets of the growing vil­ 
lage between them. 
When these battles 
lage Guii-’2- cmf sh sh cmfwy SH SH CM CM 
started, citizens had to duck for cover to 
dodge the flying bullets. 
It was at this time that Alex Mills, then iir 
his fifties, was appointed town marshal be­ 
cause of his courageous nature and excellent 
marksmanship. 
But Mills knew too much about the jiast 
life of the citizens. He knew their family his­ 
tories and often stopped some of the most 
substantial residents to remind them of un­ 
pleasant, and sometimes lawless incidents in 
their lives. This made the marshal unpopular 
and numerous efforts were made to get him 
ousted, but he was able to pull political wires 
that kept him in his job. 
Growing desperate, a meeting of the lead­ 
ing business men was held when it was de­ 
cided that the only way they could get rid of 
the marshal was to disincorporate. This was 
done and the marshal lost his job. 
That same year the town burned down. 


How an Indian on Mokelumne Hill nearly 
halted publication of the Calaveras Chronicle 
by eating the ink rollers while the paper’s 
owners were attending a fandango, has been 


uncovered by researchers on the Federal 
Writers’ Project. 
The paper was founded by H. A. deCour- 
cey, Henry Hamilton and Col. James M. 
Ayers in 1851, when they picked up an old 
press, some type, and other necessary equip­ 
ment at a bargain in San Francisco. It was 
transported to Mokelumne Hill on the backs 
of mules and set up in an improvised shack 
made of sheetiron scraps. 
Rollers used in inking the type were long 
cylinders covered with a gelatinous substance 
containing molasses and glue. 
One of them 
had become useless and was thrown away, 
It was found by an Indian who devoured it 
as though it were an ear of green corn. This 
whetted his appetite for ink rollers as a viand, 
and he hung around the printing jilant watch­ 
ing for an opportunity to steal the others. 
The chance came when the proprietors 
went to a dance hall at the end of the day. 
When they started work next morning all 
the ink rollers were gone. Inquiry elicited the 
information from a miner that he had seen 
an Indian greedily devouring them not far 
from the plant. A search was made and the 
rollers found but the molasses and glue had 
been gnawed from them, rendering them use­ 
less. 
But necessity being the mother of inven­ 
tion, the three editors put their heads to­ 
gether and devised inkers by wrapping the 
old cylinders with heavy canvas. This served 
the jmrpose and the paper was published. 
The Calaveras Chronicle lived to serve its 
readers longer than any other newspaper in 
the state at the time. It died only when 
Mokelumne Hill became a ghost town. 


YOUTH AND THE PRESIDENT 


In the recent campaign it was a noteworthy 
fact that the enthusiasm of youth found exten­ 
sive outlet in its support of President Roosevelt 
for re-election. 


A lo n g this line o f fa ct t h e C a le x ic o C h ro n icle 
says: 
- 
“Both young and old people realize that the 
nation’s economic affairs have been in an un­ 
healthy condition. There is no difference of view­ 
point in that respect. 
But there is a wide diver­ 
gence of attitude between youth and old age as 
to what to do about it. 
“The young folks have the imagination and 
courage to tackle the job of correcting the econ­ 
omic and social ailments. They are not afraid of 
radical remedies. It is natural that they should 
follow a leader with Roosevelt’s enthusiasm and 
courage. 


“On the other hand, age brings conservatism. 
The older generation knows that something is 
wrong—but finds it difficult to get out of the rut 
and face in a new direction. 
This is not true or 
all old peojile—it need not be true of any of them. 
The minds of men and women who remain stu­ 
dents all their lives retain flexibility and become 
more active with advancing years. But unfortun­ 
ately, too big a projiortion of the oldsters are so 
busy chasing dollars that they tend to lose the 
faculty of creative thought in other and more im­ 
portant direction. 


“Youth shares with Roosevelt the view that se­ 
rious readjustments must be made in the rules 
of economic order. If I am right in this conclusion, 
then it was important that Roosevelt be reelect­ 
ed. 
Because youth will have its way eventually, 
and it is far better that these 
changes 
come 
through the evolutionary proceses of the 
New 
Deal, than that the youthful demand for change 
and progress be stifled until it becomes intoler­ 
able—and then a revolution.

Tin- Colorado River again lias been 
driven from its bed to permit excava 
tion of the foundation of a dam across 
its channel. 
The

diverted through two tunnels at

site of Parker Dam, the Bureau 
of 
Reclamation 
has 
reported. 
Parker 
Dam, 
155 
m ilts downstream 
from 
Boulder Dam during tiie construction 
of which the river first was diverted, 
is being constructed to re-regulate the 
river, generate hydro-electric power, 
and to divert water into the aqueduct 
of the Metropolitan W ater District of 
Southern California. 
Two tunnels 29 feet in diameter and 
1730 feet long were drilled through 
the mountain on the Arizona side of 
the river. They are now carrying the 
flow of the Colorado river past the 
damsite. It is expected that the river 
will flow through these tunnels 
for 
voir and flow over the completed crest 
of the dam. 
At the end of their serv­ 
ice as diversion tunnels these by-pass­ 
es will be sealed with concrete plugs. 
Dikes thrown across the river forc-

1n which two cofferdams will be con­ 
structed immediately, these to protect 
the excavation for the foundation.

The excavation will be about 
240 feet deep. 
Parker Dam will be a 340-foot con­ 
crete arch structure forming a reser­ 
voir of 700,000 acre-feet. 
It will raise 
the river 100 feet. 
The diversion was made when the 
river flow was about 7.000 cubic feet, 
that being the quantity released 
at 
Boulder Dam.
